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SUBJECT: Conference of the Committee to Investigate Assassinations, 

B.eport on Proceedings 23 November 1973.. 


1. The Committee to Investigate Assassinations claims to 

have been established in 1969. The headquarters are in Washington, D. C. 
(at 1520 loth Street, N. W. ). In the four years of its existence the 
Committee has done research and.has become a hind of clearing 
house for the study of assassinations. It maintains contact v/itn 
other groups engaged in similar activity, of which'there seem to be 
at least two, one of which is located m the Boston area. 

2. In addition to research, the Committee acts to help 
individuals interested in the investigation of assassinations. It tiius 
files suits for private persons demanding access to classified 
information. It sponsors the publication of nooks and articles 
relating to the field of its interest/ and sponsors the production of 
movies. It publishes a newsletter. 

3. The conference of November 23-24. 1973, is the first of _ 

its type to be held by the Committee. The Georgetown University 
was helpful by placing Gaston Hall at the disposal of the Committee 
free of charge. By agreement with the University, the Committee 
wall also be able to use the services of the University Library as a 
repository and research center. •

The Conference opened on November 23, 1973, with a delay 
of about half an hour. The_.de lay may have been due to the installation

27. Speech by Ronald Van D o.-en , Mr. Van Doren seems to be a 
i'-^ 1 o'* 5 -’er of oovernor vYallaco. lie began by-commenting on the saci 
situation in a country with a judiciary wnere individuals haye_to make 
conjectures regarding a case as obvious as that of Bremer. There is 
no doubt that Bremer pulled the trigger. But one should'examine the 
political situation at the tifije of his action. Wallace was by far the 
leading candidate in the election campaign, a threat to other candidates 
and he was winning the nomination. Ke represented a challenge to 
both parties.. Nothing he said could be interpreted as racist, and in 
the economic sense he carried v/ide appeal. The question which faced 
the other candidates was how he codld be stopped from disrupting the 
two parties and from preventing the re-election of the President. 
History will show how he was stopped and why this occurred.
